“loader” then proceeded to shift 
the customer from the other stock 
he held into the _ stocks sold 
through the defendant concerns. 
The salesman then received a 
‘commission, with the “loader” on 
these subsequent sales. 
3 Commissions Paid. 

A total of three commissions 
were paid, Barr said, one on the 
original sale, the second on the 
subsequent sales and the third on 
the amount of money lost by the 
customers in the “wipe out.” 

He testified that the price of 
stocks handled by the company 
rose when “matched sales” were 
being placed, and dropped when 
'the company “walked away from 
the market” or “pulled the plug.” 

Matched sales, he said, were 
handled by placing a “buy” order 
on certain stocks with one broker, 
and a “sell” order with another 
broker. “Walking away from the 
market” or “pulling the plug,” he 
said, was the designation used 
when “matched sales” were stop- 
ped. 

He said that each of the offices 
and companies were equipped 
with “boiler rooms,” so-called, he 
said. because of the noise made 
by the salesmen all “talking loud- 
ly and enthusiastically resembled 
the noise in a boiler factory.” 

Customers Pacified.

The income tax of 25 per cent,

three children) and Chamberlain

Chinese, we should not fight each 
other.

How often had he or- 
dered airplanes to drop leaflets 
telling the Communists that if they 
would repent and behave like law- 
abiding citizens they would be for- 
given and could do China material 
good? 

Christmas Eve was filled with 
beliefs and dashed hopes. I told 
Han-chen that he should get the 
generalissimo out on Christmas 
Day; that the truce was up on 
that day, and if an attack was 
launched we would surely be 
killed, and he with us. Apart from 
that, it would, as Dr. Kung had 
said in Nanking, be “a splendid 
Christmas gift to the nation.” 

Han-chen looked baffled and 
bewildered, but promised to try 
his best to fulfill my hopes. He 
explained he had practically no 
troops in the city, and that Yang’s 
soldiers held the gates. 

Smuggling Sugegsted. 

“We might have to fight him,” 
he said, “and that would be very 
dangerous for you. I can smuggle 
the generalissimo out. You and 
Donald fly off to Loyang. I'll per- 
suade the others you are going to 
Nanking to negotiate. Then I'll 
have the generalissimo disguised, 
get him out of the city by car, take 
him to where my troops are in 
barracks, and from there drive him 
by car to Loyang to meet you.” He 
talked over this plan with T. V., 
who thought it should be tried if 
everything else failed.

Our hopes 
were dashed, but we did not give 
up. 
“We can go to Loyang, and stay 
there the night,” said someone. 

“Yes,” I responded eagerly, 
“don’t let’s give up hope. If we 
pray hard enough, I am sure our 
prayers will be answered some- 
how.” 

Food Brings Optimism. 

Everyone seemed to be running 
about in confusion. T. V. went off 
to the city to see Yang; ofhers 
went “hither and yon,” pulling this 
string and that. Came 1 o’clock. 
“Fiffin (luncheon) is ready,” an- 
nounced someone. Hopes further 
crashed, but we ate—and, with 
food, optimism reasserted itself. 

“If we get away by 4 o’clock we 
can make Loyang by dark,” some- 
one said, and we made 4 o’clock 
the zero hour. 

A coolie carrying a suitcase, 
followed by Chang Hsueh-liang, 
Was seen crossing our courtyard 
shortly after 2 o’clock. Much in- 
terest was visible among the 
guards. There was no report from 
the city, where T. V. and others 
were endeavoring to allay the 
fears of those who grew afraid of 
reprisals if the generalissimo was 
released without definite under- 
takings in writing, or by the issu- 


Han-chen, “would it not be bet- 
ter to wait till the morning and 
go direct to Na g?” 

“Wait?” I gried. “The quicker 
we clear out of here the better. 
Wait till these people change their 
minds again? Give them another 
night in which to vacillate, to de- 
velop more fears, perhaps to run 
amok—and this is‘Christmas Day? 
No, indeed! Leave while leaving’s 
good.” 

Han-chen said that although 
Yang agreed we could leave, some 
of his subordinates might start 
trouble if they got wind of it, and 
therefore we should make our de- 
parture as unostentatious as pos- 
sible, and were not even to take 
my amah. 

“What,” I exclaimed, “leave her 
to the mercy of mutinous troops? 
I do not know what would hap- 
pen to her after we leave.” 

“She will be quite all right,” he 
assured me. 

“No, I have not the heart to let 
her run any risk when she has 
been so faithful. en I left Nan- 
king I explained to her the dan- 
gers we were running into and 
told her that if she had the least 
fear she need not come with me, 
and she replied that she would go 
wherever I go.” 

I solved the difficulty by put- 
ing her in charge of Colonel J. L. 
Huang, and everybody was satis- 
fied. 

Chang Would Go, Too. 

When I told the generalissimo 
we could then leave, he decided 
that he should speak to Han-chen 
and Yang Hu-chen together be- 
fore he concluded his fortnight’s 
stay with them. So Yang had to 
be called. While we were waiting, 
the generalissimo was told that 


Chang was determined to go to! 
Nanking with him. The generalis- | 
simo remonstrated; told him that 


with mutinous intent, nor against 
the generalissimo, his position, or 
power. 

Realizing that this request had 
in it new elements, when compar- 
ed with former mutinies or rebel- 
lions, and constituted a new phase 
in Chinese political development, 
the generalissimo withdrew his 
objection. He saw that the unusual 
request would set a precedent 
that any others who might in the 
future contemplate using force to 
obtain personal or political ad- 
justments would have seriously to 


consider. 
Why Lenient? 

I wish specially to point out that 
this is the first time on record 
that any high officer responsible 
for mutinous conduct had shown 
eagerness to proceed to the capi- 
tal to be tried for his misdeeds. 
This explains why the central 


government was lenient to Han- 
chen,.a fact which may foreigners 
could not understand. 

The excitement was even more 
intensified when General Yang, 
with some bodyguards, came to 
the house. He and Han-chen went 
straight to the generalissimo’s 
room. They stood at rigid atten- 
tion, despite the generalissimo’s 
invitation to them to sit down, and 
they only did so when I finally 
told them it would be easier for 
the generalissimo to talk to them 
if they were to sit down, since he 
was compelled to lie down. 

When the generalissimo began 
to speak to them, I decided to 
take notes of what he said. He was 
gentle and earnest with them; 
they were visibly moved. 

It was now getting late, and we 
made haste to leave. The general- 
issimo and I rode in a car with 


Han-chen, who sat with the chauf- 
feur, in spite of the generalissi- 
mo’s invitation to sit with us in 
the back, while T. V. and Mr. 
Donald were in another car with | 
General Yang. 


At the airfield the cars drove 
close to the door of Han-chen’s 
airplane, in which we were to 
leave, and we stood not upon the 
order of our going.

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AUGUSTA IS URGED 
AS SITE OF STATE 
HOSPITAL CENTER 


Chancellor Sanford Suggests 
$50,000 Building as 


Nucleus of Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 

Possibility of making Augusta 
an outstanding medical center 
through converting its university 
hospital into a state-wide institu- 
tion was suggested yesterday to 
the board of regents by Chancellor 
S. V. Sanford. 

The hospital, used as a teaching 
institution by the University of 
Georgia School of Medicine, at 
present is owned by the city of 
Augusta and serves only patients 
of that city and Richmond county. 

While Dr. Sanford did not sub- 
mit any formal proposal to the 
board, he held that converting the 
hospital into a unit to serve pati- 
ents from the entire state would 
enhance not only the value of the 
hospital but would increase the 
rating of the medical school. 

One of the first steps, he ex- 
plained, would be erection of a 
building—estimated to cost $50,- 
000—to house the state patients. 
The board of regents would have 
to contribute other funds for main- 
tenance and operation of the addi- 
tional facilities, he said. 

The board took no formal action 
and Dr. Sanford does not plan to 
push the system until such a time 
as funds are available. 

In his annual report to the 
board, he suggested the plan would 
afford students of the medical col- 
lege a wider range of types of dis- 
eases to study, and thus would in- 
crease the teaching possibilities of 
the institution. 

His system would call for the 
allotment of a certain number of 
beds for patients from each of the 
congressional districts. 

He envisioned a_ hospital at 
which special cases of all types 
could be handled, allowing medical 
students to observe highly techni- 
cal surgical work by skilled ces

Chancellor S. V. Sanford told the 
regents unallocated funds of the 
board would be “more than ample” 
to care for such a school if its es- 
tablishment should be directed. 

The board also authorized grad- 
uate courses in social service work 
in order to train Georgians for po- 
sitions in the new public welfare 
department. 

The department, Governor Riv- 
ers told the board, must comply 


to receive federal aid for old age 
pensions and other forms of social 
security. One of these is employ- 
ment of specially trained workers.

OPERA AND THE AUDITORIUM 

Announcement that tentative negotiations 
for a season of Metropolitan Opera in Atlanta’s 
new auditorium next spring are under way will 
be welcomed by the entire city. Return of 
that gala week of the spring, when all the 
south turns its face toward Atlanta’s season of 
grand opera, will mean restoration of one of 
the finest assets both for culture and for com- 
merce, this city has ever known. 

A movement has also been launched to in- 
corporate the city auditorium and operate it as 
an independent business enterprise.

EMORY AND ATLANTA

RAISING THE SPEED LIMIT 

It is néw legal in South Carolina to drive 
your automobile, on the highways outside of 
corporate towns or cities, at 55 miles per hour. 
Governor Johnston this week signed the bill 
lifting the limit from 45 to 55 miles an hour 
for passenger cars and from 30 to 40 miles per 
hour for trucks. 

Which means another state has taken a 
wise move toward greater safety on the high- 
ways. 

Automobiles of today are safer at 55 miles 
an hour than the cars of ten, or even five, 
years ago were at 40 miles an hour. Improve- 
ment in brakes, tires, bodies and other equip- 
ment renders the control of the driver, which 
is the real factor in safety, greater at the 
higher speed than it used to be at the lower. 

And the truth, of course, is that not one 
driver in a thousand observes the speed limit 
when it is set at an unreasonably low point. 
A law permitting 55 miles, enforced, is ines- 
timably better than one setting the limit at 45, 
unenforced. 

Other features of the new law in South 
Carolina will meet unanimous approval. They 
are that habitual drunkards and users of nar- 
cotics are prohibited entirely from driving mo- 
tor vehicles. 


DAYLIGHT SAVING 

Atlanta is now completely convinced of the 
desirability of daylight saving time for the sum- 
mer months. On Saturday, at midnight, the 
clocks will be moved ahead one hour, for the 
third successive year, and by so doing the 
hours of daylight in the afternoon, after the 
day’s duties are all done, will be increased and 
there will be just 60 minutes more of oppor- 
tunity for recreation, sunshine or peaceful en- 
joyment of the day, than under the present 
time schedule. 

Prior to the inauguration of the daylight 
saving time plan in Atlanta there was some 
opposition. It is significant of its benefits that 
that opposition has disappeared with experi- 
ence. |

to the health, happiness and general well- 
being of a majority of the population than this 
gift of an added hour of Georgia sunshine. It 
is a blessing of which we all are the bene- 
ficiaries.

Of course, it is contrary to the law for one 
person to go upon the lands of another person 
without the latter’s consent for the purpose of 
demolishing these beauties and snatching limbs 
from flowering trees and otherwise roaming at 
will, and at vicious will at that, through the 
woodlands owned by others. 

But it is dreadfully hard for landowners of 
the countryside to protect their own properties 
from such approaches and to set up barriers 
against the invasions of urban residents who go 
forth to sack and to plunder. 

No matter what the origin of the deed in mo- 
tive, the powers of the law need be invoked 
against one and all] alike who commit these tres- 
passes. oe 

Policemen ought to stop every car hauling in 
these woodland flowers and every citizen who 
observes such plundering should make report to 
officers of the law in order to put an end to this 
kind of vandalism.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—{AP) 
Following is the text of President 
Roosevelt's relief message to con- 
gress today: 

To the congress of the United 
States: 

In my budget message of Jan- 
uary 5, 1937, I said that I would 
transmit at a later date an esti- 
mate of appropriation for work 
relief for the fiscal year 1938. In 
connection with this estimate it 
is desirable to review our present 
fiscal situation. 

Budget estimates made last De- 
cember indicated a net deficit for 
the current fiscal year of $2,248,- 
000,000. They also indicated a net 
surplus for/ the fiscal year 1938 
of $1,537,000,000, exclusive of any 
provision /for a work relief ap- 
propriation. 

On the basis of these estimates, 
therefore, an appropriation for 
work relief for the fiscal year 
1938 of any sum less than $1,- 
537,000,000 would have left at the 
end of‘that year a budget in bal- 
ance. 

Since then, however, new fac- 
tors have so altered the fiscal 
situation as to make it neces- 
sary to present revised estimates 
of receipts and expenditures. 
There is attached to this message 
a statement showing the present 
estimates for the fiscal years 1937 
and 1938 as compared with the 
estimates in my budget message. 
A glance at his statement will 
show that the principal factor is 
the decline in tax receipts below 
our previous expectations. 

Analysis of Returns. 

The analysis of returns receiv- 
ed in March, 1937, under the new 
tax law indicates that income 
taxes will produce $267,200,000 
less than the former estimate for 
the fiscal year 1937. The re- 
ceipts for the first nine months 
of this fiscal year indicate that 
other revenues will-be $337,000,- 
000 less than the estimate, which 
is due in large part to the ob- 
struction of collections by nu- 
merous lawsuits against the gov- 
ernment. 

In view of the reduction in 
revenue it became apparent that 
every effort should be made to 
offset this loss as far as possible 
by a reduction in expenditures. 
To this end I have directed the 
heads of various government ac- 
tivities to make a careful exami- 
nation of their expenditure re- 
quirements for the last three 
months of the present fiscal year, 
with a view to making substan- 
tial savings by eliminating or de- 
ferring all expenditures not ab- 
solutely necessary during this 
period, the money so saved to re- 
vert to the treasury. Informa- 
tion thus far available indicates 
that the 1937 expenditures will 
probably be $295,000,000 below 
the estimate of last January. 

The amount of the net deficit 
for the fiscal year 1937 is there- 
fore estimated at $2,557,000,000, 
an increase of $309,000,000 over 
the January estimate. 

Fiscal Year 1938. 

For the fiscal year 1938 it is 
now believed that receipts will 
be $387,600,000 less than was an- 
ticipated last January, the reduc- 
tion of $410,000,000 in the esti- 
mate , of income taxes being 
slightly offset by increases in oth- 
er receipts. 

Pending the enactment of the 
1938 appropriation bills it—has 
been impossible to make any ma- 
terial revision of the estimates 
of expenditures for that fiscal 
year, other than for recovery and 
relief. 

The revised estimates of re- 
ceipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal year 1938 as here present- 
ed indicate an estimated net defi- 
cit of $418,000,000. There is in- 
cluded in the estimates of ex- 
penditures the $1,500,000,000 for 
work relief hereinafter recom- 
mended. 

I propose to use every means 
at my command to eliminate this 


deficit during the coming fiscal |

000 of these authorizations are

pose. In the budget for the past 
three years I have set up a pro- 
gram for general public works 
and have often said that such’ a 
program should be kept within 
the limit of $500,000,000 a year. 
An annual program of this size 
should meet normal needs for 
highway, flood control, Rivers 
and harbors, reclamation, federal 
buildings, and other public 
works, 

I recognize the need for flood 
prevention and control, but it 
should be realized that to fi- 
nance such large immediate ex- 
penditures as are contemplated 
by the majority of the flood con- 
trol bills now pending in the con- 
gress would impose an unjusti- 
fiable burden upon the federal 
treasury. 

Bills involving additional au- 
thorizations of more than $500,- 
000,000 for highways have been 
introduced despite the fact that 
expenditures for this purpose 
during the last four years have 
exceeded one billion dollars and 
that there are existing authoriza- 
tions for expenditures during the 
next two years of nearly $450,- 
000,000. 

Sound Fiscal Policy. 

The maintenance of a sound 
fiscal policy requires the careful 
planning of authorizations as well 
as appropriations. It is impossi- 
ble to maintain the proper bal- 
ance between revenues and ex- 
penditures unless restraint is ex- 
ercised with respect to authori- 
zations and appropriations. It is 
a matter of concern to you and 
to me who are working for a 
balanced budget that so many 
special groups exert the strong- 
est pressure to bring about in- 
creases in government expendi- 
tures. They pay little attention 
to the fact that the budget, as 
submitted, represents a co-ordi- 
nated fiscal program and that ma- 
terial departures therefrom de- 
stroy the whole purpose of the 
program. If we are to avoid a 
continuation of deficits, we must 
resist these importunities or pro- 
vide the necessary revenues to 
meet the increasing costs. 

It is a matter of common 
knowledge that the _ principal 
danger to modern civilization lies 
in those nations which largely 
because of an armament race are 
headed directly towards bank- 
ruptcy. In proportion to na- 
tional budgets the United States 


is spending a far smaller propor- 
tion of government income for 
armaments than the nations to 
which I refer. It behooves us, 
therefore, to continue our efforts 
to make both ends of our econ- 
omy meet.

LOYALISTS DRIVE 
IN TERUEL MINES 


Celedas Captured in Opera- 
tion Designed to Crush Reb- 
els in Giant Pincer. 


WITH GOVERNMENT TROOPS 
ON THE FRONT NEAR TERUEL, 
SPAIN, April 20.—(4)—Spanish 
government troops, pressing a bit- 


ter offensive into the heart of the 
Teruel iron mines, announced cap- 
ture tonight of the town of Ce- 
ladas, 10 miles northwest of Ter- 
uel. 

War ministry officials declared 
this “brilliant military operation” 
gave the government control of 
an important communication cen- 
ter between Teruel and the city 
of Zaragoza, 90 miles to the north. 

Insurgents were said to have 
abandoned a large quantity of 
arms and munitions. Many were 
reported captured and a large 
number deserted to government 
ranks. 

The government drove a two- 
pronged drive toward Teruel, 125 
miles east of Madrid, executing a 
pincer-like maneuver in an effort 
to wipe out Insurgents defending 
the coal mines. 

At Madrid government guns 
bombarded the principal Insur- 
gent gun emplacement on Gara- 
bitas hill, retaliating for a nine-| 
day Insurgent shelling on the cap- 
ital that has killed more than 100 
Madrilenos. 

The entire capital press, mean- 
while, joined in criticism of the 
27-nation neutrality control plan 
that went into operation at mid- 
night Monday. 

Left Republican, Socialist, Com- 
munist and Anarchist papers alike 
called the plan a farce, and in- 
sisted the government remain firm 
in its stand against recognizing 
the neutral naval and frontier pa- 
trol which is intended to check

Senator George Confers With 
President on Need for 
Double Amount. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—In 
an extended White House confer- 
ence today President Roosevelt 
was urged by Senator Walter F. 
George, of Georgia, to double the 
budget recommendation for ex- 
penditures in the various states 
this year under the George-Deen 
vocational education act. 

Asserting the $3,000,000 approv- 
ed by the budget would be insuf- 
ficiery to carry on the vocational 
education program in keeping with 
the program outlined by congress 
in adopting the act, the Georgia 
senator asked that a minimum of 
$6,000,000 be allowed. Already the 
house appropriations committee, 
which is now considering the item 
in connection with the _ Interior 
Department appropriation bill, has 
been requested to increase the 
amount, 

Court Differences. 

After leaving the White House, 
Senator George told newspaper- 
men facetiously that the only news 
in his conference with the Presi- 
dent was its failure to develop any 
discussion on the controversial 
supreme court reorganization pro- 
posal, which he is opposing. 

“The President and I have an 
honest difference of opinion on the 
subject,” said Senator George, 
“and the matter was not brought 


While at the executive mansion, 
the Georgia senator also discussed 
with Mr. Roosevelt the scope of 
new legislation which the admin- 
istration is planning to put for- 
ward on the subject of hours and 
wages in industry. He _ strongly 
urged that any measure advanced 
avoid the universal application to 
small industries as embraced in 
the old NRA act, expressing the 
view that smaller industries of the 
south would be handicapped by 
too stringent regulations. 

Application Too Broad. 

“The vice of the original wage 
and hour provisions of the old 
NRA,” said Senator George, “was 
its broad application. It should 
have left out the smaller indus- 
tries. I do not want to see our 
southern section, which is just de- 
veloping industrially, handicapped 
by burdensome restrictions.” 

Anticipating an early report on 
the survey being made by the Fed- 
eral Power Commission on the 
consumer market for power to be 
developed by the proposed $20,- 
000,000 Clark’s Hill project at Au- 
gusta, Senator George discussed 
with the President plans for con- 
ferring with an Augusta delegation 
on the project after the report is 
in.
